The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record, taken individually, or in combination, teach "storage means for storing 
said second encoded data recorded on said information recording medium by said 
recording means; and comparison means for comparing said second encoded means 
read out by said readout means with said stored second encoded data". The closest 
prior art, Sako, US Patent Publication 2004/0027942 teaches the same concept of two 
encoders used to record data corresponding to the same material at two different bit 
rates.
